One sack is placed inside the 
other, a head hole cut. and places al­ 
lowed for the am is. 
Double sleeves 
and pockets are made from the third 
sack. 
For wear in cold weather the 
garm ent is made thicker by “quilting” 
with whatever is most handy, articles 
such as excelsior, rags, pieces of rope, 
or leather, sheared wool or tea case 
fibre being used. 
The sacks will be 
turned 
over to old 
people’s homes, 
orphanages and various other institu­ 
tions.
